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GSA Approves Five-Year 


Tungsten Ore Program 


The General Services Administration 
announced details of the Government's 
five-year purchase plan for domestic 
tungsten ore April 21. Mine operators 
participating in the plan to stimulate 
production of ore wil! be guaranteed a 
minimum price of $63 per short ton unit 
of WOs, less penalties. The program is 
scheduled to begin July 1 

Tungsten miners who intend to sell 
ore under the plan will have to notify 
GSA not later than June 30. Notification 
may be in writing or by telegraph not 
later than June 30. 

The guaranteed price applies only to 
(1) newly discovered or newly mined 
ores, and (2) production above 1950 
levels, with some exceptions to be ap- 
proved by Jess Larson, Administrator 
of GSA. Purchases will be made up to 
a total of 1,468,750 short ton units. 

Payment will be made to the producer 
upon delivery at specified receiving sta- 
tions to be announced in advance of 
June 30.

Copper Industry Confused Over Chilean 
Price Developments—Tin Holds at $1.42 


The Office of Price Stabilization issued its manufacturers’ general ceiling price 
regulation on April 25. Under the order, manufacturers are to base their new ceiling 
prices on the highest prices charged between April 1 and June 24, 1950. The regulation 
provides for individual adjustments if the period was an unfavorable one. It replaces 
the price freeze issued in January. The order does not apply to primary metals and 


scrap, ores, and non-metallic minerals. Demand for major non-ferrous metals was 


active throughout the week. Tin was maintained by the RFC at $1.42 per pound 


despite higher prices in Singapore and London. Transvaal chrome ore was higher, 
owing to rising transportation costs. The Government indicated that it would buy 
foreign tungsten ore on the basis of $57.07 per short ton unit, in bond 





Copper 
Numerous unofficial reports have 
come out of Washington on the Chilean 
copper deal and the industry last week 
was thoroughly confused on whether 
the move would eventually result in a 
general revision of the domestic and 
export quotations. According to one 
report, a 3c. per pound increase in the 
price for Chilean copper has beenagreed 
to by stabilization officials. Of this 
amount, 2c. is to be absorbed if the im- 
port tax is removed, and in reference to 
the other Ic. a decision has not been 
reached. Al] this is to be achieved with- 
out altering the base price for copper 
of 244c. per pound. There was some 
hope that an official announcement will 
be issued later this week 
The agreement with Chile calls for 
some increase in output and adjust- 
ments in taxes levied against production 
During March, fabricators in this 
country shipped the equivalent of 113,- 
963 tons of copper to their customers 
This compares with 117,853 tons shipped 
in February and 126,660 tons shipped in 
January. Stocks of refined copper in the 
hands of fabricators at the end of March 
totaled 252,360 tons, against 248,593 tons 
a month previous. 


Lead 


Most operators in lead are convinced 
that order M-38 will have to be revised 
to (1) alter the base period where man- 
ufacturers of lead products operate on 
a seasonal basis, as in paints and bat- 
teries, and (2) the 20% set-aside for 
“DO” rated orders is viewed as an un- 
realistic figure. The confusion among 
consumers appears to be endless. Sev- 
eral sellers report that their customers 
“all want more lead than they can get.” 
Sales of domestic lead for the week to- 





taled 10,395 tons, which compares with 
6,536 tons in the preceding week 

Quotations in the domestic market 
were maintained on the basis of 17c., 
New York, and 16.80c., St. Louis 

Export business was noted at prices 
ranging from 19c. to 22c. per pound, 
f.a.s. Gulf ports. 

Primary refineries in the United 
States shipped 50,927 tons of lead to 
consumers during March, against 49,128 
tons in February. Production of refined 
lead totaled 50,701 tons in March, against 
43,675 tons in February. Stocks in the 
hands of refiners amounted to 27,259 
tons as March ended, against 27,775 tons 
a month previous 

A strike at the power plant serving 
the Chihuahua (Mex.) lead smelter of 
A.S. & R. Co. was settled yesterday. The 
plant was down for about 12 hours 


Zine 

Smelters report that there has been no 
slackening in the demand for zinc. A 
shrinkage in use of zinc in some lines 
has been fully offset by a gain in de- 
fense and defense-related orders. Im- 
ports have been falling because of high- 
er prices being paid outside of this 
country 

Quotations here were maintained on 
the basis of 174c. per pound for Prime 
Western, East St. Louis 

Prices named in the export division 
showed a wide range and the market 
last week was quotable at 29c. and up- 
ward on the common grade, f.a.s. Gulf 
ports 

Shipments of zinc-base die castings 
in February totaled 38,764,000 pounds,

Europe Faces Deficit in 
1953 Iron Ore Supplies 


On the basis of present production 
and consumption plans, European coun- 
tries may face in 1953 an over-all short- 
age of between 5 and 10 million tons 
of iron ore. The estimated deficit is 
based on the findings of the Iron Ore 
Working Group of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Europe. The 
target for 1953 is 59 million tons of pig 
iron, excluding Russia. 

In arriving at this ore estimate the 
delegates reviewed 1953 supply pros- 
pects of coke and scrap, the two other 
major raw materials in pig iron pro- 
duction. They agreed that on present 
evidence coke was not likely to be a 
problem 

The smaller ore deficit figure was 
arrived at through calculations based 
on an average scrap-ratio charge in 
blast furnaces equal to twice that of 
prewar. However, delegates believed it 
very unlikely that this high postwar 
ratio of scrap consumption could be 
maintained. The higher deficit figure is 
based on the average prewar ratio of 
scrap consumption to pig iron produc- 
tion 

Under present estimates, the possible 
over-all deficit in iron ore concerns 
principally low phosphorus grades, the 
ECE group reports. It may be necessary 
to substitute high phosphorus ores 
which might be more easily obtainable 

The Working Group considered a pro- 
posal submitted by one ore exporting 
country that long-term contracts be 
concluded which would give mine own- 
ers adequate guarantees and thereby 
enable them to ensure the necessary

Zinc concentrates, tons 52,509 
The production figures include metals 
recovered from purchased ores and con- 
centrates treated at the Oroya smelter 
In reference to the corporation's zinc 
program, the report reveals that by the 
summer of 1950 a process for the elec- 
trothermic smelting of zinc, known as 
the Sterling Process, had been devel- 
oped by the New Jersey Zinc Co. suffi- 





ciently so that it appeared likely that 


production by the process would be 
technically feasible and economically 
more advantageous than electrolytic re- 
fining. Accordingly, after negotiations 
with the New Jersey Zinc Co. and fur- 
ther negotiations with the Export-Im- 
port Bank, the corporation’s zinc de- 
velopment program was revised.

New Jersey Zinc Co. — At Palmerton, 
Pa., a new battery of nine vertical re- 
torts for the production of slab zinc was 
completed in 1950 and is in full opera- 
tion. This installation replaced the last 
of the old-type horizontal furnaces 

At Depue, Ill, a plant for the re- 
covery of cadmium metal from various 
by-products was installed and is in 
operation 

Plans for increased production of ore 
have been completed or are under way 
at Ogdensburg, N. J., Austinville, Va., 
Gilman, Colo. and Hanover, N. M. At 
Friedensville, Pa. shaft sinking con- 
tinued and construction of the surface 
plant is proceeding as planned. Barring 
unforeseen difficulties, this operation 
should be in production late in 1952 or 
early in 1953. An option to purchase the 
Ivanhoe property, close to Austinville, 
Va., was exercised and the company 
plans development of the ore. Plans for 
increased ore production will be com- 
pleted in time to replace the amount of 
zinc ore which will be lost when the 
Franklin ore deposit is exhausted about 
two years hence
